1.6.11. For ships assigned the quotation ESP, the owner 
is to respond to a Survey Planning Questionnaire and to 
prepare a Survey Programme, see 6.3, 7.3 and 8.3. ln such 
cases, the following requirements are applicable: 

(e) Prior to the commencement of any part of the 
Intermediate Survey and Special Survey, a survey 
planning meeting is to be held between the attending 
Surveyor(s), the Owner’s representative in attendance, 
the thickness measurement company operator 
representative (as applicable) and the Master of the ship 
or an appropriately qualified representative appointed by 
the Master or Shie-Manager Owner for the purpose of 
ascertaining that all the arrangements envisaged in the 
Survey Programme are in place, so as to ensure the safe 
and efficient conduct of the survey to be carried out. The 
following is an indicative list of items that are to be 
addressed in the meeting: 


1.7 Thickness measurement at surveys 


commencement of the Intermediate Survey and Special 
Survey, a meeting is to be held between the attending 
Surveyor(s), the Owner’s representative in attendance, the 
thickness measurement Company representative and the 
Master of the ship or an appropriately qualified representative 
appointed by the Master or Owner, so as to ensure the safe 
and efficient conduct of the survey and thickness 
measurements to be carried out.
